The Sentinel says that if Senator 
Schooling’s bill to abolish official bonds 
is adopted it would deprive the peo- 
ple of every substantial guarantee 
against imposition and fraud, except 
that which lies in the criminal prose- 
cution of the defaulter.”

We 
believe every county in this State has 
citizens who would prefer death to 
dishonor; whose word is worth as 
much as any bond, and such men will 
be put in nomination and elected if 
the people know no bonds will be 
put up. 


The Salt Lake Tribune says: The 
message of the retiring Governor J.

It presents the condi- 
tion of the State exactly as it is and 
shows that though passing through a 
period of gr business depression, 
the State ag sound financial basis, 
is practically out of debt and is pay- 
ing its way.

EASTERN DISPATCHES. 
A Preacher Who Don't Know 
What He is Talking About. 

New York, Jan. 16. 

Ata meetiug of the Presbytery of 
New York yesterday Dr. Spear of 
Philadelphia made an address on the 
Chinese in this city and throughout 
the country. He said there were 140, 
000 Chinese in the United States and 
about 2,000 in this city. He advised 
the Presbytery todo more for these 
people than it had so far. China was 
situated with a vacant continent on 
one side and an over-populated one 


on the other. It showed that there 
must bea continuous emigration to 
America in the future. The popula- 
tion increased 300,000 each generation 
and the time was near when the 
vast South and unoccupied West and 
Mexico would be occupied by China- 
wen. New York was to the Chinese 
of the East what San Faancisco was 
to them on the Pacific coast—a dis- 
tributing point whence the chief civil 
and religious influences must radiate. 
The census showed that there are 
75,000 in California, the only place 
where there is a Chinese Mission. In 
this city there were according to the 
last census 721 Chinamen, 121 in 
Brooklyn and about 800 more in the 
immediate vicinity. 


Report That Grant Will Try for a 
Third Term. 
New York, Jan, 16, 

A Sun Washington dispatch says a 
movement is working to bring out 
Grant as a Presidential candidate 
again in 1884, The managers think 
the third-term clamor, as they call it, 
has died out. They claim that new 
conditions have arisen since 1880, and 
that the prejudice against Grant- 
ism has also ceased to exist. 
Grant came here in quest of Ned Beale, 
who managed as Surveyor-General io 
California to put aside a valuable 
ranch which is the backbone of a con- 
siderable fortune. He is now at one 
of the large hotels, where familiar in- 
tercourse with transient people is more 
easy than at a private bouse and where 
his movements will be less remarked 
upon. It is alleged that railroad and 
manufacturing corporations, banks, 
rings, speculators, jobbers, contractors, 
shoddy princes aud adventurers that 
swarmed about the White House from 
1870 to 1877 will rally and put forth 
all their power to elect Grant. 


The Mormon Question --- Present 
Laws Useless. 
New York, Jan. 16. 

The Herald says: Itis evident that 
before any headway can be made 
against polygamy in Utah Congress 
must pass laws with more efiective 
provisions than any now in force. At 
present it is practically impossible to 
prove polygamous marriages, which 
are performed in secret without any 
record available as testimony, nor is it 
practicable to establish a marriage by 
the evidence of parties to it. The Ed- 
munds bill provides for meeting these 
difficulties. it will leave the Mormons 
but a loophole for escape from prose- 
cution for their flagrant violation of 
law.

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What is Being Done in the 
Legislative Halls. 


THE STATE BOARD OF RECENTS. 


Orphans’ Home—Oarson Society Gossip 
—Personal Notes. 


Carson City, Jan. 15. 

Ep. Gazetre: Since my last but 
little of importance has transpired in 
a Legislative way. A little desultory 
cross firing has been indulged in in 
both houses, but there has been noth - 
ing of so stirring a nature as to rouse 
the members from the lethargic mo- 
notony of general routine. 
Tolley's bill, repealing the $120 ex- 
emption absurdity of last session, has 
passed the Senate, but it gives evi- 
dence of hanging fire in the House— 
not that the House, in its wisdom, will 
not favor the repeal ot the $120 Act, 
but there is some baggling as to the 
amount of exemption, and as to in- 
cluding under the Act both single 
men and the female heads of families. 
Taylor's delicate prohibition bill 
passed the upper House, and is in the 
hands of the Assembly Committee on 
Public Morals. The well known ex 
emplary attributes of the worthy 
chairman of this committee argue well 
for a favorable report, but there are 


serious fears of the bill’s reception by 
the juvenile west wing of the body. 
Handsome Willie Johnson's Sunday 
bill is also in the hands of the same 
committee, and will probably be fa- 
vorably reported upon. It is practi - 
cally a relief for the overworked clerks 
of Virginia, and is being engineered 
by the clerks’ iation of that city. 
It closes all — of mercantile es- 
tablishments (excepting the ever-ne- 
cessary beverage foundries) in all 
towns of a voting population ofpor 
exceeding, 2,500. It will no doubt 
ass. Hobart's concurrent memorial 
seeking the establishment of the old 
notes on government surveys, and the 
negotiation of special deposit certifi- 
cates in other States than that in which 
they originate, passed the Senate with 
considerable oppositiou. It has been 
referred in the House, and will prob. 
ably meet some obstruction on its 
passage. The representatives of the 
transit and tape line are loud in its 
praise, and it no doubt has a claim to 
good policy in the one direction of 
furthering and promoting the sale of 
our State lands. Howell's joint mem- 
orial seeking an appropriation of 
$125,000 to open Nevada's portion of 
the Colorado to navigation, is still on 
the committee table, but will prob- 
ably be taken up by Lincoln’s youth- 
ful Clay on his return from California, 
and urged to a speedy issue. 

BOARD OF REGENTS, 


The Republican branches of both 
houses cancus to-night on the regency 
question, and ere the publication of 
this letter the telegraph will have ap- 
prised your readers of the result of 
their deliberations. It was rumored 
to-day that onr genial State Superin- 
teadent of Public Iustroction had an 
unusually neat little “axe to grind” in 
the way of making himselt ex-officio 
head of the Elko temple of learning, 
but the cat has evidently slipped out 
of the political sack. The wily Major 
Dennis and sorae of his colleagues were 
also very active in endeavoring to pre- 
vent a caucus, on the ground of elect- 
ing one Republican, but the “blacks” 
appareatly regard the capturing of 
this small portion of the spoils as nec- 
essary. 
THE WARDENSHIP.

EARTH MINERALS. 


The Salt, Soda and Borax in Ne- 
vada'’s Waste Lands. 


The earth minerals of Nevada, 
which since the settlement of this 
country have either been entirely 
negfected, and, with the exception of 
salt, but slightly utilized, are coming 
to be an important factor in the re- 
sources of the State and the commerce 
of the coast. The soda lakes are al- 
most inexhaustible deposits of nearly 
pure soda, which only requires a sim- 


ple manipulation to make in market- 
able. Works are now in operation at 
Ragtown, on the once dreaded Sixty 
Mile Desert. In Pauamint valley 
there are extensive marshes, from 
which borax is taken, and refined at 
the works located there at the rate of 
60 tons per month. The borax lies 
in crystals in the marsh, and is taken 
out and refined. Over portions of the 
marsh where the crude borax has been 
removed to the depth of five feet four 
years ago, a new deposit had filled to 
the seme thickness, so that the supply 
is inexhaustible, because always grow- 
ing. In Death valley and also in 
Amargosa valley similar borax marshes 
are found.

A GOOD ORDINANCE. 


A Rule That Would Work Well in 
Reno, 


Marysville, Cal., has an ordinance 
which reads as follows: “ It shall be 
unlawful, and it is hereby declared to 
be a nuisance, for any minor child, 
under the age of 18 years, to play or 
loiter about aoy railroad depots, or 


the cars of any railroad in this city, or 
to ride upon any railroad car, engine, 
truck, or other vehicle, without the 
consent of the agents or owners 
tbereot.”

He does not wish 
to arrest the boys or cause tieir pa- 
rents trouble if it can be avoided, but 
should a boy get killed or erippled, 
which is liable to occur any day, then 
the officers would be censured forallow- 
ing them there. Such arule inforced 
in Reno might be the means of saviog 
some boy's life, or at least prevent 
him from being crippled. Some of 
the boys here take desperate chances 
when getting on or off a moving train. 
The officers have tried to stop it, but 
they can't be on hand all the time.
